YOU AND THE LAW: Bast month I wrote an article aout OTR and how 
the copyright laws affect all people related to lt. My first response 
2 from Charles Michelson, 9350 Wilshire Slvd, Beverly Hills, Cal 

0212. 

"If I or other p&ople who invest money to pay fees to actors, 
writers, directors, etc. have the right to produce and market cer- 
tain radio shows,. what right does anyone else have to market and re- 
tain total revenue derived from these shows. This is called unfair 
competition, stealing, or piracy. This started when AFRS got permis- 
Sion to rebroadcast thousands of radio shows. After the war anyone 
could have as many of these discs as they wahted. Many began selling 
these shows on tape. We have vermission to market several of these 
shows now. We have licensed various companies to market albums and 
cassettes of our shows. They are for limited use (no rebroadcasts). 
Fees are paid to the actors union invblved and to us for the. use of 
the s^ows...We went to court under a "restraint of trade" accusation 
in 1978. A company was selling our shows without pergassion. We won 
the case and the unlicensed company is now operatión with us. There 
are still 4 or 5 companies who market ours and other shows to radio 
stations. We are in the process of taking one of these companies to 
court now...K3FO in San Fran. is running 14 of our series weekly."

" I have always attempted to stear clear of programs which required 


a broadcast license. I fully agree that commercial stations which 
are making money on the operation and those who sell programs to 
stations should pay a royalty. But I believe that public radio sta- 
tions should be exempted. In this case the presentation is for en- 
tertainment and educational purposes and no financial gains are be- 
ing realized. Most publie stations have blanket licenses from BMI 
and ASCAP for recorded items. Why can't these orgahizations handle 
OTR in the same manner."

pee ie opened a nostalgia shop in the Wash DC area and sells 
TR shows. 


"How do you offer the public radio programs from your own col- 
lection without infringing üpon possible copyrights. Like some, I 
could: simply ignore the issue and offer the programs and not give the 
matter-further concern. What avénues are open to those who don't 
want to violate the rights of others/ It is a sad situation to note 
that there are few sources to go tc: the networks; sponsors; record 
companies; OBR sellers/dealers; Library of Congress? What is the 
solution?77?Ac tors who want a piece of the action, sponsors, licen-

sees, sellers, writers, directors, etc. all must be considered. 
There should be one central clearing office established that could 
grant reproduction rights to individuals that wish to sell OTR. À 
sliding scale could be established to distinguishh between the big 
vroducer such as the national record Companies and those like my- 
Sel who are smaller. Lastly, it would be extremely helpful if those 
programs that are not copyrighted or which have become public domain 
&re identified once and for all. Then at least some of the confusion 
could be resolved."
